A good deal of discrepancy exists ‘between SKGRIZTi's and R.-JDL's 
estimates of tho sizo and effectiveness of the sabotage organisations. 

PjvDL attributes this to SXOB-SZLTY *s frequent absence from his Hc r d— 
our r tors on active operations. By losing touch with aduinistm tivo 
dotaile, he aid not rorliso tho wide gulf which existed betwoen his 
plans and thoir execution. In addition, his gullibility and onthu- 
siasn lod him to bolievo every dressed— up report subnitted by his am- 
bitious inferiors. 

SXORZSNY's. leadership was inadequate; according to RADL. Aftor 
tho successful MUSSOLIHI rescue, KITL 3 B and HIMMLER used hin for all 
sorts of special missions at tho expenso of the agoncies he vrs sup- 
posed to bo organizing. This scattering of his interests bocanc ab- 
solute early in 1944 when ho becano tho chief exponent of the Sondor 
Xanpf (niraclo woapons) idea. Ho realized that even if there wero 
still any hopo for a German victory, it would prove a Pyrrhic one 
unless tho loss 03 at the front could bo cut’‘ , down. He threw hinsolf 
into tho employment of tho now weapons, hoping that they would bring 
victory, hoping that they would prove the answor to the problem. 

RADL is more accurate than SXORZEMY 1 on detailed information. 

In his opinion, SKOBZEliY's sabotage services were bound to fail.

n. German Sabotage Agencies 

Tho three main sabotage agencies in Germany, all headed by 
SX 0 RZ 3 NY, were: . 

(1) Gruppe VI-S of RSKA 

( 2 ) This SS Jagd Verbaende 

( 3 ) Mil Ant D of RSHA 

Tho lines of distinction between the threo organizations 
woro not always clear, and tho tendency was toward amalgamation. 

In order to place all German sabotage activities under a 
unified command and to increase their effectiveness, SKORZEIJY 
strovo to incorporate Mil Amt D and VI— S completely into the 
Jagd Vcrbaondo organization. Tho plan was to absorb VI— S and 
Mil Amt D into tho central J agd Verbaende Fuohrungs Stab, and 
all Mil Ant D Leit Stellon and VI-S Aussen Stollen into the Fueh- 
rungs S taebo of tho four Territorialon Jagd Verbaende. 
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Tho amalgamation was never completed bocsuse no officoro 
of sufficient caliber could, bo found to command tho proposed 
composite units, and because SCHELIEITBESG refused to relincuish 
control of 7I--S and Mil Ant D |to the Jagd Vorbaendo. T "0 la.t— 
ter ao essentially military units were subordinate to the SS 
Fuehrungs Kaupt Ant rathor than 33E k. In spite of those lim- 
itations, SKORZENY tried to put his plans into oporation, ef- 
fecting a considerable merging of functions and porsonnol. 

In tho fifth year of tho war his efforts cane too late. 
Porsonnol was selected without, rogard for suitability. Nono 
of the' non in loading positions had ever been abroad or spoke 
any foreign languages. Most of then wore too young for the 
responsibilities they were supposed to assume*

S5C0BZENY assorts that from the very beginning his ain was to 
rid the German sabotage activities of KSHA political control and 
to turn then into purely milijtary operations. Kis personal dis— 
liko for SCKELLSl'THSpjGr was also an important factor in this pol- 
icy* It should bo borne in nind, however, that such a policy co- 
incides with his present effort to paint hinself as a military 
rather than a political figure. 

With this ain in mind "he! established contact with the SS 
Fuohrungs Haupt Ant immediately after talcing charge of VI-S. and 
obtained the authorization to; activate Jaeger Btl 5-2 (not) in 
Juno 1943. 



The cadre was provided by SS Sondcr Lehr gang 02ANIEN3URG, 
which had been founded the year before by VI-F. It was command— 
cd by E/stuf V3SSEK and consisted of appr 70 ITCOs and 30 other 
EM* all fanatical SS men who had volunteered for dangerous mis- 
sions. It had engaged in one 1 operation in 1943, known as Ein- 
satz Franz, when 0/stuf BLUME jwent to Iren in an attempt to con- 
tact insurgent groups. The mission was unsuccessful and ended 
with SLUMS* s arrest. 



In May 1943 tho Lehrgang was quartered in tho 0RANIEN3URG 
SS barracks. During the summer it moved to FRIEDENTHAL and was 
ronanod Sondor Lehrgang zbV FRIEDEKTHAL. The first operation 
executed undor SORZENY * s command was .the liberation of MUSSOLINI. 

In the no an tine tho authorization to activate Jaoger Btl 502 had 
boon granted and the Sonder Lehrgang was absorbed into the now 
unit. 

As all SS units in the 500 series were probationary troops 
recruited from convict SS personnel, and the activation order 
for Jaogor Btl 502 specified that the SS fuehrungs Ke.upt Amt 
was not to supply any men or. materiel, cons idera.ble difficult- 
ies wore encountered. Personnel was drawn from the probationary 
camp in CKLUM. Czechoslovakia J Hinty porcont proved unsat isfact- 
ory and woro sent back. SKORZENY then proceeded to recruit vol- 
unteers from the army (150), t!he GAF (50), end the SS (100). 'This 
enabled him to form HQ Co and jl and 2 Cos. Aopr 30 non were sent 
to the EAVEL Institut for W/ T instruction. The others underwent 
strenuous inf training and engr and motor courses were added later. 

In tho fall of 1943 1 Co, led by H/stuf VESSEtf, was sent 
against tho partisans in Croatia. 3 Co was formed in February 
1944 with E/Stuf KOYER as CO. ; Personnel was mainly Flemish and 
Dutch. At the same time, 1 and 2 Cos vent to TUP KUPMABK for 
four weeks* training and were in combat on the Eastern front 
for four to six weeks. Unsuitable officers and men woro elimin- 
ated to tho extent of 10 - 15$. 
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Tho authorized T/O called for 1,200 non organized in fivo 
Cos, tut this figure wa s never reached. Tho unit's final strength 
was 700 nen, comprising a HQ, Co and throe line Cos. SKOBZZNY was 
3n CO. VZ3SEM remained CO of 1 C-o and deputy 3n PO until his re- 
turn fro.:. Croatia. Ho was replaced ty K/stuf tSt/SSL, who hold the 
position until April 19-14, when E/Stuf von 3KJZLK23SAM; the I-a, 
became SXOPZEHY 1 s second in conn and. 

Jaogor 3tl 502 wa3 dissolved and its personnel absorbed 
into tho Jagd Vortaende, mainly Jagd Vcrband Kitte, in Septem- 
ber 1944 (cf Annex I). 

(3l T ho SS Ja£d Vorhao-idfl. 

Tho SS J ngd Vorbacndo consisted of four Torritorialon Jagd 
Vcrbaondo, known as Jagd Vcrband Cst, Sued Ost, Sued West, and 
Herd ■•’egt; and two purely German bns, Jagd Vcrband Mitto and 
Falls chirm Jaogor 3tl 600. The latter wer organized in order 
to havo sufficient Gorman porsonnol available for spocial tasks 
such as parachuto or glider operations like the MUSSOLINI ros- 
cuo; The detailed organization of tho various units is discus- 
sed in Annex I * 

In August 1944 tho Wehrnacht Fuehrungs Stab ordered the re- 
organization of Div 3?AI'T2SN3 u’?jG into a Pz Div. Two months pre- 
viously tho normal combat elements and the spocial (zbV) elemonts 
of Div 3RA1TXB2TBUHG had boon separated when tho personnel trained 
for spocial missions and acquainted with foreign languages was 
formed into co-called Stroif Korps, which wero attachod to arry 
corps for tho execution of spocial missions. 

Those Stroif Korps formed the nuclei of tho Territorialen 
Jagd Vorbaonde when SK0BZ3NY rccoivod tho authorization to re- 
cruit 800 3BANDEH3TJ3G volunteers la.to in Septcmbor. 1,200 wore 
in fact rocruitcd, but only 900 remained after tho unfit had 
boon oliminated. SX0EZ3NY also recruited 2,500 men from the Er- 
satz Hoor during Novomber and December, and was authorized by 
O/Gruf 33HGER of the SS Haunt Amt to draw volunteers from tho 
foreign SS units. 

Tho Torritorialon Jagd Verbaende wore separato bns drawn 
from political and nationalist groups in tho countries whoro 
thoy wero to operato. Plans for their formation wore made by 
SX03ZENY and von F0ELKE3SAI4 in May or Juno 1944, and the bns 
woro activated in September by order of O/Gruf JTJETT2E3, head 
of tho SS Fuehrungs Haupt Ant. A Jagd Vorband was to be avail- 
able to tho Armed Forces in each theater to carry out special 
tasks in the tradition of the defunct Div E5A1IDE2IBUP.G. Tho 
final aim was to have all units ongagod in sabotage behind tho 
enemy lines under a unified command in theater territory, i.-e, 
the Fuehrungs Stab of tho Territorialen Jagd Vorband. 

In spite of tho pressure of tine, the organization was to 
proceed slowly* allowing tho units to grow gradually so that 
mistakes could be roccgnizod and avoidod. Tho nistako made 
with Div 3PA35DE5T3UBG, when irreplacoable personnel with know- 
ledge of foreign languages end countries was committed as or- 
dinary combat troops, was not forgotten. Accordingly tho bns 
woro to remain separate and independent units and not to be 
organized into rogimonts or a single division. Both SK0P.ZE1TY 
and PAUL claim that this independence went so far as to pre- 
clude their porsonal knowledge of organizational details. 
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Cri.~ir.nlly the "3 n in VI-S stood for "Schulon" (schools). 
ZK0:~2:~' states that at his initiative all RSHA ■ sabotago act- 
ivities wo ro taker. out of VI-F and VI-S was established as tho 
Ar.ts Grur.no in charge of all operations.

Kowover, Jagd Voi^- 
baondo Ost and ITord West did not recoivo any BPJuvDSKBURG 
contingents. Therefore Jagd. Vorband Ost did not have

The General confusion narking the administration of tho 
Gorman sabotage, sorvices reigned supreme in Mil D. The long 
struggle for power between the SS and tho army is epitomizod 
in its history, and the welter of political rivalrios and per- 
sonal bickerings make it difficult to gain a clear picture of 
its organization and functions. 

Its history may best bo understood if ono examines the 
history of Mil Amt as a whole. 

Officially, RSKA wanted to gain control over the Abwehr. 
under tho banner of unification of the GIS. Unofficially, Ab- 
wehr leadership was considered politically unreliable, and Amt 
VI also wanted to use the Abwehr machinery abroad for its own 
political intelligence service. The inefficiency of Admiral 
CAHARIS and his staff .helped RSHA in this struggle. 
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Tho big opor.ing cano in' tho spring cf 1944 when all Abvohr 
pcroonr.ol in Turkov deserted' to the British. In May HITLER or- 
dored tho unification of the GI5 under RSHA control. The new 
over-all tom was Geheiuor Me ldo Eienst (GMT) (Secret Ronert 
Servico). Abvrohr v;as attached intact to RSKA as Mil Ant. Ad- 
niral GANARI5 was rctirod; Obst i G HANSEN, the forncr hoad of 
A'owehr II, was appointed head of Mil Ant, and Obst i G FRZYTAG- 
IXDRINGKOFZN became the hoad of Gruppo II. 

Tho Nehmachts Fuehrungs Sta.b was forced to comply with 
HITLER’S order. Nevertheless, it countered with the following

In 1941, Ant Ausland Abwohr started burying sabotage equip- 
ment in occupied countries in anticipation of an invasion. This 
task was alnOGt couploted when Mil Ant was created in 1944. 

Eouipaont and arms were packed in watertight crates, 40 — 

50 kg each. Their locations wore recorded as follows: 

a. In writton descriptions 

b. On photographs taken from different angles 

c« On maps (usually 1:25,000) and situation sketches 
(1:1000 or 1:5000). 

Thoy wore registered according to contents of crates and 
number of the location, (e.g. W325 “ weapons (Waffon) at location 
# 325). 

Three to four copies existed of each record. One copy was on 
file with the respective Leit Stolle II. For each operation tho 
agents we re instructed to memorize the details about one or more 
caches.

The principal (work of KTI was the use of technical 
means for the solution of criminal cases. Since it was 
frequently called upon to investigate acts of sabotage 
in this capacity, i!t had amassed a. considerable fund of 
experionco, including onoay sabotage methods.

As part of the KTI facilities were available, SKQRZE-* 
NY persuaded WITTtLHSfi? to work on the first model of an 
English one-round pistol with silencer. Tho job was done 
unofficially because it appealed to V/ITTJ-ANIPs taste for 
tinkering. VI-? an'd a weapons factory in Czechoslovakia 
were also, working on the project independently.

(1) Invasion Nets* 



, In the spring of 1944 J VI-B,~C,-E, and -S were each ordered 
by SCKELLENBESG tc organize invasion nets (Invasions Netze) for 
tho purpose of sabotaging eneny supply lines in’ the event of an 
invasion* VI-S, lacking personnel for such groups, was to bo ■ 
helped out by the ether Grupuen of Ant, VI* 

HAPL denies that any invasion nets were formed by VI-S. 



However, early in 1944 Ar.it VI., and VI-E in particular, began 
making plans for nets, primarily to supply them w ith inform- 
ation in case the Balkans were occupied* Similar nets for 
sabotage purposes were contemplated by VI-S but failed tc 
materialize because of lack! of personnel and on account of 
personal difficulties between HANDEL and BENESCH (cf Annex III). 
All plans were abandoned In January 1945. 

A typical instance of incompetence among the leaders is 
demonstrated by an incident j which was mainly tho result of 
BEKESCK* s failure to consult v/ith MAflDEL. 3EKESCH- decided 
tc send sixty Serbs,, all. Chetniks, into Serbia. He contacted 
LU3UBJCK, the. leader of a gang of nationalist Croatian extrem- 
ists. LU3UKICE claimed to willing to guide the group to 
Serbia via Croatia, but in December 1944 he had them all mur- 
dered near ZaGBEB by his men. HANDEL would have known that 
LUBTJRICK was not tc be trusted* 

Tho oporationG of the ivasicn nets in each country are' 
discussed in detail in Annex II* 

(2) Operations by Agents. 

Ninety-five nercont of 'the operations by agents were in- 
itiatod by the FAT's. Every Gorn aft. a my norually hed one Front 
Aufklaerungs Kdo II (FAE II) end each of its three corps hed one

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The FAK II on the Yfostorn front were subordinated to Loit 
Stelle II Y/est fuor Front Aufkleerung; tho situation vr a c ini Ip.r 
in tho East end South East. Each FAK and FAT carried on continuous 
agent operations contingent with t*ho situation. Truppc and Kcn- 
tipndcs trained their own agents. It is estimated that 20 tc 25 
operations, each conorising one to five agents, wore carried out 
monthly on tho Western front. On the Eastern front appr 600 
agents were committed during the last half of 1944, and 20-30 
per month In tho South East. 

Missions. 



Agent operations wore usually aimed at disrupting the flew 
of supplies. Targets such as ammo depots and vital factories 
wore attackod raroly and only with good agents. 

Some of the operations, especially after Juno 1944, were 
aimed at the formation cf resistance groups whe could disrupt 
supply and. communications. Resistance groups were tc operate 
indefinitely, w hile agents had orders to return imediately 
upon accomplishing thoir missions. 

Tho percentage of returning agents in tho East varied ac- 
cording to the tactical situation from 15 to 50$. In tho West 
the figure was between 30 and 40$. 

.Employment of Acents . 

Important missions using good agents wore carried cut with 
tho aid of tho Luftwaffe. Parachute drops constituted 20 to 
30$ of the total number of missions* 

Less vital missions v/liich involved crossing tho front linos 
and which had thoir objectives within 60 km of tho MLR comprised 
60 to 70$ of the operations. 

Stay-behind operations during a goneral retreat addod up 
to 10 to 20$. •

Reports of returning agents were carefully studied. Tho 
central office, VI-Z,was informed in tho caso of new develop- 
ments, such as now systms of police control, new moans of ident- 
ification, and new curroncy. 

Monthly ronerts wore sent from tho Loit Stellon II to tho 
Mil Amt D central offico, which published reports on experience •• 
gained through operations and cn sabotage material. Summary 
roports described the routine operations cf FATs and FAKs by 
means cf statistical tables. Only spocial operations were re- 
ported individually. 

Plan 3 for new operations, most of thorn involving long dis- 
tances, wore subnittod to BERLIN where liaison with KG 200 was 
available. In case there was not enough fuel on hand. SCEEL- 
LENBERG himself decided the priority of the missions. 
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During thoir period of training agents were paid in accordance 
with their former incomes, oh a scale raning fr«*m EM 400 to Hi 800 
per month. They recicved bonuses cf Hi 2,000 to Hi 4,000 per mis- 
sion aftor thoir claims had "been prevod correct. For operations 
they were paid in the currency of the respective country at the 
rato of Hi 1,000 for each four weeks. 

Payments were mode either from imprest funds by the Dienst 
Stollon, or "by Amt II or VI-A fren snecial funds authorized by 
SCEELLEN3ERG. ‘ 

Contact Addresses (Anlauf Stellen). 

Tho majority of those wore parts cf.' the I-nets or stay-bohind 
group 8 of Mil Ant D. Usually cafes, restaurants, hotols, bicyclo 
storos, and other public establishments wore used. If no contact 
addross was available in an proa, operations were initiated for tho 
purpose cf establishing one |(cf Annex IV).

(3) Association with Foreign Fascists. 

a. French 

,The French Government with about 1,000 followers moved 
to Alsacc-Lorraino in. Scptonbor 1944 and to SIGMA?. INGEN in 
October 1944. Ant vjl maintained contact with it through 
tho Boauftragter Vest of VI-3, Standf PICKLER. K/stuf 
N0SS3CK was apr.intod liaison officor to tho exilod gov- 
ernment by VI-3.

SKORZENY net DAENAKD and D0P.I0T for the first tine at 
a conference, arranged, by Standf STEIHLE, in the SS Gae- 
stohaus BERLIN— WA11NSEE . DORIOT was backed by HIMMLER 
while. DARNAND was favored by RI32ENTR0P. . 

SKOEZENY himself was impressed by DARNAND. The 
latter claimed to have 4,000 to 6,000 followers at his 
disposal. They were distributed throughout Franco, four 
tc ten men in each small town, end wero said to possess 
enough leadership ability to bo used a 9 the nucleus for 
a resistance movement. He offorod his supporters as con- 
• tacts and proposed that seno bo used as agents but insist- 
ed ho bo kept informed of thoir activities. It was agreed 
that an efficient resistance net could only bo built up 
cut of a political organization. DABNAND end DORIOT 
woro asked tc visit 'groups in training in order to main- 
tain thoir influence' and continue political indoctrination. 

SKORZENY met EAKNA1TD for the second and last time in 
January 1945 at a dinner in tho Eden Hotel in 3ERLIN. He 
tcld BaRNAND that he «ould not. heed more sabotago agents 
during tho next two '.months, jin adequate number, 60 to 80 
men, had been obtained from the organizations of DARNAND 
and DOP.IOT and from I the French Was sen SS Regt "Charle- 
magne". He wanted jx&BKAKD and DORIOT to spend the fcl- . 
lowing two months in preparing a thorough political or- 
ganization among tho White Maquis. Future sabotage oper- 
ations wore tc bo based on this organization. 
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DdRIOT, v.'hc was killed, in an air attack in March 
1945, intended tc erpplcy his force of 2,000 nili cions as 
a* _ military organization. His political intorcsts were 
United and ho preferred the rcle of an cfficor. He of- 
fered to furnish agents free his group on the ccnditi.n 
that ho retain control, ever then. Ho also requested es- 
pecially that VI-S and Jagd Verband Sued West use only his 
agents and not Goman personnel-. 

The Jag d Verbacnde and Loit Stella II West at HAD 
EMS . noeded French sabotage agonts. Lt FRANK of Leit • 
Stelle II West was ordered to keep in touch with DAR- 
iIAlTD and DORIOT for I the two. agencies and VI-S, working 
with BIGKL3R and NOSSECK. They were to select Frenchman 
suitable for sabotage and e snionage, who were to be sent 
tc screening camps rind then to the various Jagd Verbaende 
and othor interested agencies. Sene of the volunteers 
vent directly to Sued West and were used fer nilitary 
purposes (soo also Annex IV).

1. The Tcrritorialon Jagd Verbaende 

The SS Tcrritorialcn Jagd Verbaende wore subdivided into Co.'s,- 
known as Jagd ^insaotzo, which wore organized on a nationality basis 
c»g, Jagd ednsatz Ungarn. The ratio 01 Germans to foreign nationals 
was supposed to be two to one. it was considered desirable for the 
German personnel to be able to sneak the respective languages. 

Detailed organization and strength were not strictlv defined, arxi 
varied according to circumstances. 

a. Fuehrungs Stab 

The central HQ (SS Jagd Verbaende Fuehrungs Stab) was located 
at FRIEDENTIIAL. 

Its orders we re to cover matters of principle only. The 
Fuehrungs Stab was to develop elans for organization and recruiting, 
vhich it then submitted to tho central Reich agencies to obtain the 
necessary orders .and authorizations. The actual recruiting was to be 
done by each Jagd Verband. Requests and orders from the Vchrmacht 
Fuehrungs Stab were rbccived by the central HQ for dissemination to 
the Jagd Verband concerned. This afforded a unified chain of command 
without limiting the freedom of action necessary for the handling of 
situations arising at the front.

Another was loco. ted in SALOWICA vdth ten men and it is 
presumed that smaller groups were farmed throughout the country, some 
of them having been taken over from the former Dienst Stcllcn. It is 
not known whether political groups were used. The two larger groups 
were in possession of u'/T equipment and the entire system was centrally 
controlled from ATHENS, where contact was maintained vdth the Havel 
Institut. 



In June LU Dr. BEGUS was succeeded by O/Stuf NE3ENFUEHR, a former 
Navy engineer in Italy sent by Amt VI-A. After' the occupation of Greece, 
Yf/T. contact vdth the net was established twice .■ '.Then street battles in 
ATHENS began, the initiative cane from sources other than the invasion 
net. It was reported that subsequently a great number of arrests had 
occurred which handicapped the work of the net. -No operations were 
reported, end later HEB2NFUSHR 'went to BERLIN and left only one German 
HCO in Greece. 



ITALY. Dr BEGUS was transferred to Italy in June 19hU. He ' 
organized an invasion net in the Po valley known as Operation Zypresse 
using personnel fromPrince BORGHESE's Decima 1IAS Flotilla (renamed 
Decima MAS Division in the Spring of 19hh). SKORZENY estimates its 
size at six to eight groups of two to three men each. They had no 
radio communications but presumably used the VI-B espionage net radio 
facilities. No reports of their activities were received. 

BEGUS also supervised sovcral operations of the Italian swimmers 
(Mocreskaompfer). Two operations in TARaNTO and one in NAPLES in the 
autumn of 19 I 1 U were directed against enemy supply ships. 

In a small village (name unknown) nr VERONA, a school for a.gcnts 
was established in cooperation with Haj USLAR, Abv:ehr II and CO of FaK

Operation PETER 

In December I9I4 3 or January 19lxh, HITLER told RIBBENTROP and 
HE ULuR tnat Danish Resistance activities had become intolerable* 

Standi HILDNER, BUS Denmark, was unable to cone vith the situation 
because the Danish police not only failed to assist him but cooperated 
with the resistance movement* HITLER ordered terror to be fought 
with’ terror, believing that the jDanish people would then force the 
police to take strict counter-measures against all acts of terrorism* 
Standf MUDITER could not carry out those orders. Ho v/as short of 
personnel and his men v/ere not trained in the handling of demolitions. 
Moreover, they v/erc so well known in Denmark that they would be 
recognized immediately, which would defeat HITLER’S purpose. The 
HSSFF confessed that the situation ’./as out of control and that he was 
unable to offer any help or advice. 

HIMMLER therefore ordered members of the Sonder Lehrgang 
ORANISNBURG, who wore thugs experienced in the use of explosives, to 
be transferred to Standf MILDNERj' s staff. R.J3L emphasized that it 
should be possible to verify thej fact that the persons sent from 
VI-S were members of the Sonder Lehrgang 0RAHIE1I3URG because the 
Sonder Lehrgang v/as in axis tcnco| before SKORZEHY took over VI-S. 
pjJDL, however, failed to mention] one known member of the one rat ion, 
who is not a member of Sonder Lehrgang ORANIENBURG.

This report, stated that the number of "Danish acts of 
terrorism" was six to eight times as large as PETER'S acts On t'-c 
other hand, figures given bj^JE, show that at teno ted or actual 
assassinations by the Danish Resistance numbered 30 to 33, while PETER’S 
numbered eight to ten; Danish attacks on industry 90 to 93, FSTSil's 
.15 to 18; attacks on public gatherings by the Danish Resistance 20 
to 25> and by PuTZR 30 to 33. s^jlASL oreoared a memorandum for ,unt 
IV, signed by SKORZEIIY, to the effect that VI-S should be leant out of 
these matters, and that the resoonsibility should be borne by ;mt IV.

Y/hen the unit was committed, all non-combat elements remained 
at Truppen Uebungs Platz 7LHH , S of COLOGNE, reducing the brigade to 
a conbe.t strength of 2h00 men. Before the offensive, in early December 
SK0RZ2NY had made a tour of the various army KQs on the ’Acs tern front 
in order to familiarize himself with the plan of action. 



At the start of the operation, three or four recon teams of three 
men each were sent out, dressed in American uniforms and equipped .with 
jeeps.

Those one rations were undertaken in order to contact the isolated 
Kampfgruppc SCHERHCRH, composed of 2500 men, in the MINSK area. Four 
groups of 10-15 men 'mere organized by Jagd Verband Ost and the Jagd Verts nd 
Fuc'nrungs Stab on direct orders from HETiLER. Each, group was under command 
of a German officer, but had also two Russian members. They were oquiooed 
with YJ/T sets. 



The groups set out in Oct/Hov M.t from East Prussia and were dropoed 
near MINSK. Group I and II were to march Eastward in search of Cbst/Lt 
SCKERHCRN and his men, while Group III and IV searched Westward. One 
group under U/Stuf SCHIFFER found SCHERHORN after three weeks. Originally 
they planned to return by land, but this was impossible because the men were 
too exhausted. Instead, arrai gements were made to supply the party by air 
and actually rations, medicine and ammunition were dropoed 8 or 10 times. 

The evacuation of the force by air from former partisan airstrips had to be 
abandoned in view of the Russian offensive against East Prussia. It retired 
according to orders toward Germany in two adv. nee parties and two main 
bodies (Nord and Sued). Last radio contact occurred late in January or 
early February 19U5. 



Of the other groups, two were never heard of and one returned to Germany. 



Operation SONNE N3LUME . 

The purposo of this operation was to establish contact with the Ukranian 
Nationalist Movement, UPA, in order to determine how many Germans wore 
fighting with UPA bands and to report on the guerilla situation in the 
Ukraine. 



The operation was started by Mil Amt in Seo/Oct hli, under command of 
Hpt KIRN, a competent young officer who had. been perm nally authorized by 
■ HIMMLER to deal with UPA. KIRN was CO of a FAK Trupp, 202 or 203, which 
bolonged to Ldt StdLlc II Ost fucr FAK. He had some l5 men including two 
•officers, eight NCGs and three Ukrainians 

UPA had strong groups operating against the Russians throughout tho 
Ukraine. Some of them comprised asmany as 3000 men, tying up whole divs. 

UPA distrusted the Germans' 'who had not kcot their promise , given in 19Ul, to 
form an independent Ukrainian state. Instead, their leader in BERLIN, 
BANDERAS, had been arrested with his followers. 

After the German retreat from the Ukraine, many German ldiers 
stayed behjnd in pockets. Some of them were captured and turned over to 
UPA, others voluntarily joined UPAs ranks* UPA had clandestine YV/T end 
personal contact with members of the Ukrainian, movement working in labor 
camps in Gemary. Apart from this, UPA established connections with Germany 
through KIRN'S organization in the Ukraine. 

UPA*s condition for cooperating with the Germans in resisting Soviet, 
trooos, was tho liberation of BANDERAS and his followers . RAD L p resumes 
that this condition was presented to the Germans through the clandestine d/7 
service. At .first Amt IV refused, for fear that this might result m 
upris ings of the Ukrainians in German, labor camps, but in Oct UU it 00 risen ted 
to release. BANDERAS at a pro-arranged place* 
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In October 19UU KISH end his mart, .want through the front lines to the 
os torn Ukraine « Here he made his survey of Germans fighting v.lth UFA 
and .conferred j/'ith • the loaders of the movement. Larg^. numbers of Gen an 
officers and a' v.'cro accountcd'for. |ln Hov he v/as picked u» by a Ju. $2 
and returned to Germany. This terminated operation SCMRENBLlilE. From thon 
on KiRH maintained contact with UFA both by ‘j'/T and by courier. 

UFA’S efforts .were not motivated by sympathy for Germany, but by 
hate of their common enemy. Any illusions raised by Germany's rcocated 
assurances- of helo to create an independent Ukrainian state, were shattered 
’.;hen VLASSOV issued the Prague Manifesto. Germary 'apparently backed 
VLaSSOV's ideas of a gree.tcr Russia, |whi eh were incompatible with Ukrainian 
independence. RADL points out that VLASSOV was in -a difficult position. 

If he had promised. Ukrainian independence, he would have lost whatever 
backing he still had for a greater Russia. . 

KIRN's efforts to 'support UFA wire interrupted in Jan U5 when the 
Russians advanced and he had to retreat with his Kemmondo to Silesia, 
where he attempted to build up resistance against the Russians with 
a group of nationalistic Poles.

The first obtructcd throe oassosand located appr 2000 men from the 
PLOESTI AA batteries in the' vicinity of KRONSTADT, of whom 250 were brought 
back. The western group brought back German residents ard. collected 
intelligence. 

The central group was under coma and of C-IRG. It placed demolitions 
in the Rotenturm Pass, S of IGRRliAKRSTADT end observed Russian prepa- 
rations in that vicinity. On one occasion they marched for about 15 ’em 
in a Russian column. They wore discovered and condemned to death. GLRG 
however,, managed to escape from the firing squad ard to reach the German 
lines. Ho submitted a report containing valuable information on Russian 
order of battle and was awarded the Ritterkrouc. 

In January GIRG came back from another operation in the DANZIG area.

STAWZ and U/Stuf YfOUTERS, who had a ship called the "Y/ALTER" , equipped 
with radio, arms and ammunition. It was found impossible to att.-.ck the 
bridges because they were seized too quickly by the Russians. A limited 
success was attained by blowing up a ponton bridge with the aid- of floating 
mines, and by sinking aopr 10,000 tons of shipping with magnetic charges. 



FORELLE II was an operation by the same unit to break through to 
BUDAPEST and deliver 600 tons of food and an munition. It took place 
on the night of 31 Dec hi and although the "VALTER" ran aground on a 
sandbank 20 km from BUDAPEST, 0/Stui STAHZIG succeeded in loading the 
goods onto a small cargo ship and transporting them to BUDAPEST. V/T 
communication was maintained with the "’./ALTER" for five days, after which 
there was complete silence. A so edal oatrol sent out by Jagd Verbard Ost 
to find out what had happened reported that the ship had been abandoned.

These operations of Jagd Verband Sued Ost in Serbia all had names of

According to RADI there were some ten groups of 20 men each, 
who were to allow themselves to be overrun by the Russians and then attempt 
to .establish Yf/T contact with the staff of Jagd Verband 'Sued Ost. He 
thinks that some of them were connected with MIHAILOVICH.

SK0BZ311Y has made the following admissions regarding the manufacture 
and issue of poison bullets under his direction: 

Live Bullets 

At SKOHZSET 1 s request the Criminal Technisches Instut der Sipo, 

BZHLIH, nanuf actured special 7 465 caliber nistol bullets containing noison. 
The poison v;a 3 an aconite compound and escaped through slits in the sides 
of the bullets. 

The bullets were supplied to SK0KZ31TY at ITlIZlElTTHft.L . He issued apnr 
six each to Hptm E3L1HSSS t CO of LSt II Vest fuer Front Aufklaerung in Oct 
44 and to O/Stubaf EASDECK of 150th Panzer Briga.de in Uov 44 . 

SKORZEHY at first tried to persuade the interrogators that these bullets 
wore manufactured and issued solely for suicide purposes. He readily agreed, 
however* that HSLIdBBS was most unlikely to have wanted then for such, a rea- 
son. He finally admitted that they v;ere intended for assassinations. Ke 
claims that they were not to be used without special orders.

SEOBSEHY admitted that special equipment was provided for suicide nur- 
noses in the form of no is on ampules hidden, in fountain pens, automatic pen- 
cils f cigarette lighters, and bullets.
